You can see, in that same manner, that 
reports of injuries in the various sports still seem to heavily involve footbal! «nd running, though we include 
injuries from forty-two different sports. Look, too, at the entries under Arthroscopy and you can see where 
certain areas or specialties started “catching on” more. (But for Arthroscopy in partic ilar, notice that our 
very first issue carried a color report of how this procedure could be effective.) Another of the areas we are 
reporting more frequently of late are those research areas using animal studies. 

The American Orthopaedic Society for Sports Medicine entry is an encapsulation of the major events in 
our Society. Just read the Presidential Address listings to see the order of presidents in the Society. 

Of course, such an index readily shows which of our authors are the most prolific—or at least make it 
past our editorial board’s scrutinizing eye! 

We have tried to make this index as useful as possible. As is our style with the volume indexes, the subject 
and author entries are listed together alphabetically. If you will take a few minutes to peruse the index, you 
will see we have listed all the award papers under that category; the titles of all the books we have ever had 
reviewed are listed; we have sections on Adolescents, Children, and Women; all the Editorials are named. 

Some of the columns we used to feature—i.e., Olympic corner—are no longer with us; neither, sadly, are 
some of our stalwarts who are listed under Obituary. 

Our Society was incorporated in 1972; our Journal was published that first year as well. We have tried to 
keep you, the readers, appraised of the latest and most useful surgical techniques, the ongoing research that 
does and will concern us all, those unique case reports that often reveal amazing solutions to baffling 
problems, what the travelling fellows take notice of on their visits either to us or from us. The cumulative 
index is a composite chronicle of all we have ever done. It was hard work getting it all together, but fun 
reading it as it magically unfolded in order from the computer, which is another revelation in itself.
